That is, it may 
create a skin condition that will per- 
mit another agent to cause a derm- 
atitis condition. It is less toxic than 
carbon tetrachloride and some other 
halogenated hydrocarbons that may 
cause poisoning.

The company operates an 
industrial university each weekday evening. The classes are 
filled with mechanics and housewives taking a variety of 
courses—any subject requested by 12 or more employees. 
Students pay $11 per semester hour, including books. In 
addition, about 2700 trainees go through the school yearly 
to fit themselves for Goodyear jobs. Other courses include 
lectures by local businessmen on such subjects as investment 
buying, insurance, real estate. Foreign languages are taught 
to employees and families who are sent on foreign assign- 
ment. The university grants high school diplomas. 


A HECKLING KANGAROO COURT keeps civil engineers on their toes safety- 
wise at Colorado Fuel & Iron Corporation, Pueblo, Colorado. 
Since they work primarily on construction jobs, their work 
hazard is great. They get together bi-weekly for a safety 
session, opening with a kangaroo court. Any member who 
has been seen doing an unsafe act must answer to the court. 
If the accused is not successful in pleading his case (and he 
usually isn’t) he receives a cash fine. 


BLUE RIBBON NEWS ON THE BLUE RIBBON SAFETY PROGRAM is thoroughly 
aired once a year at Pabst Brewing Company, Milwaukee. 
The company annually devotes one complete issue of its 
magazine to summarize and stress the complete safety pro- 
gram at the plant. Off the job safety at home and play is part 
of the program. Pabst recreational organizations—fishing, 
swimming, bowling clubs—consiantly stress the safety angle 
in their activities. 


WHO HAS THE BEST SAFETY OUTFIT OF ALL? Oklahoma Gas & Electric Co. 
presents safety award certificates to small employee groups 
for each lost-time-free period of five years. The company has 
estimated that a group of 25 will work about 250,000 man- 
hours in five years. It has set up the small-group-basis of 
awarding honors to give these small groups recognition for 
outstanding safety accomplishments. The awards bring pride 
of safety accomplishment closer to home for each worker. 


INJURY-FREE WORK PERIODS LASTING 10 DAYS bring free trips to major 
league ball games in Cleveland for B. F. Goodrich, Akron, 
employees. Each time the plant operates 10 days without a 
lost time accident, 25 hourly workers and their foremen are 
selected for the prize trip. 


EXTENSION OF PLANT SAFETY TO THE SCHOOL paid off at Milton, Pa., High 
School. American Car and Foundry Co. officials had con- 
vinced the school board of the need for eye protection in the 
school shops. One of the students was recently struck by a 
flying tool part. His safety glasses probably saved his eyes 
from blindness. The student became the first high school 
member of the Wise Owl Club. 


SAFETY PROBLEMS ARE POSED in a special way at Perfect Circle Corp. Each 
week the company bulletin boards carry a posed photograph 
of a safety rule being broken or of a particular hazard. The 
safety director posts a list of safety rules next to the picture. 
Employees attempt to determine the safety rule applicable to 
the photo of the week. The combination of hazards and 
human failure as seen directly in the working environment 
effectively impresses the safety theme.

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Safety Views and News 
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October, 1953 


The Pennsylvania legislature recently passed provisions for increased 
benefits under the workmen’s compensation act. Maximum workmen’s compensation 
and occupational disease benefits go from $30 to $32.50 a week. Maximum total occu- 
pational disease benefits were boosted from $6500 to $7500. Partial disability compens- 
ation goes from $21.25 weekly to $23, the eligibility period from 200 to 350 weeks. Medical 
and surgical services are extended from 90 to 120 weeks, costs raised from $225 to 
$450. Funeral benefits increase from $250 to $425. Benefits for widows and other 
dependents are up $2.50 over previous maximums, the eligibility period for same ex- 
tended from 300 to 350 weeks.

The Florida state insurance commissioner authorized increases in work- 
men’s compensation insurance rates that will cost employers about one million dollars a year. 
Average increase amounts to 4.4%. The insurance companies had asked for an aver- 
age increase of 5.4%. Largest increase was for contracting companies: 7.1%. 


Oklahoma's state insurance board increased premium rates by a total of $119,000 
annually to take care of the additional cost of occupational disease coverage, new in that 
state. ‘

Recent tally shows at least 28 states liberalized workmen’s compensation benefits in 
the past year. States include Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, Pdaho, [linois, 
Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Minnesota, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Vermont, West Virginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 


The Grand Award for Distinguished Service by large national associations 
given each year by the American Trade Associations Executives was presented to the 
Paper Cup and Container Institute. The institute was cited for its 1951-1953 program of 
cooperation with Federal Civil Defense, American*Red Cross and local public health authorities 
throughout the nation. The institute donated and established stockpiles of 25 million 
paper cups and containers in 20 locations in the nation for emergency disaster use by 
public agencies. The institute recognized the need of arousing the public to a greater 
appreciation of emergency disaster possibilities. It arranged a program of cooperation 
with Red Cross and civil defense. The organization also sent a representative to the 
International Conference on Civil Defense Problems in London. 


General health conditions among American wage earners during the first half of 
1953 were excellent, according to Metropolitan Life Insurance Company statistics. 
Mortality among the company’s industrial policy holders was 673 per 100,000, close to 
the all-time low of 667 during the first 6 months of 1950. Factors contributing to this 
year’s favorable record, according to the statisticians, are small decreases in death 
rate from diseases of the heart, arteries, cancer. There was a substantial drop in 
mortality from tuberculosis. The accident death rate was 10% lower this year than last. 


A grant of $107,540 from the W. K. Kellogg Foundation put Kentucky on 
the road to a home accident program. An advisory committee of directors of local 
health, sanitation, health education, training, maternal and child health, nursing and 
school health will integrate home accident prevention with other public health acti- 
vities. The project hopes to demonstrate the effectiveness of education in preventing accidents 
in the home. The foundation grant provides means for the state to establish a health 
department service that will eventually be completely state supported. The founda- 
tion has established similar accident programs in other states. 


The Canadian Federal Department of Labor, in an annual survey of work- 
ing conditions, reported that of 6670 manufacturers contacted, 5763 about (86%) had 
facilities for the treatment of industrial accidents and diseases. This figure repre- 
sented 745,000 workers (95%) of the total indicating that such facilities are more com-. 
mon in larger plants as is the case in our country.

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EVERYBODY IS TALKING about it. "And many men are 
asking: “Could the same thing happen to our plant? : If 
GM, with a brand new building, can’t prevent a total 
loss, what chance do we have?” Their questions are 
well founded. 

The Livonia, Michigan plant of GMC’s Detroit Trans- 
mission Division was of the most modern construction. 
Built chiefly of brick and steel, it conformed religiously 
to all building, fire and insurance codes. 

How could a modern, “fireproof” building burn to 
the ground? While investigation reports aren’t yet final, 
a GM spokesman tells it this way: 

A welder for an outside contractor was cutting an 
overhead pipe with an oxy-acetylene torch when fire 
broke out. Apparently, a spark from the torch set it 
off. Flames’spread to a drip-pan of rust-preventive oil. 
The pan buckled, spreading the burning oil. Then the 
roof and wood-block floor ignited. Employees fought 
the fire with CO2 extinguishers, aided by sprinklers; 
but heavy smoke hampered their efforts. Despite help

from eight municipal fire departments, the plant was 
a total loss. itt | ‘ 

e Six lives were lost: three GM employees died in 
the fire; a fireman suffered a fatal stroke; two outside 
employees were electrocuted during salvage work. 

e The $70 million plant is gone, though it’s probably 
pretty well covered by insurance. 

e Workers in the tightly knit, highly interdependent 
plants making up the industry will lose work as various 
makers (the Hydra-matic transmission is used in seven 
makes of cars) reshuffle schedules and cut back pro- 
duction. 

e Effects of the fire are expected to stand the auto 
industry on its head unless GM is able to get Hydra- 
matic transmissions into production elsewhere in a 
hurry. The fire will be felt right down the line, even by 
car buyers whose present cars will probably bring lower 
trade-in allowances this fall. ©

The Stampede To Safety 





INDIAN WAR WAGED ON ACCIDENTS and poor housekeeping 
has brought a new victory in the safety battle at Han- 
ford, plutonium manufacturing plant in Southeastern 
Washington. 

Hanford, operated by the General Electric Co. as con- 
tractor for the U. S. Atomic Energy Commission, is well 
known in safety circles for its low accident frequency 
rates record. The plant has received an award for the 
highest safety performance among U. S. Atomic Energy 
Commission installations for the past two years. It won 
the N.S.C. top award for the past three years. In 1952 

Hanford had a frequency rate of 0.70 compared with 
the chemical industry frequency rate of 5.82. 


How Do They Do It? 


One way is through the enthusiasm created by such 
campaigns as a concentrated three months “Safety Stam- 
pede” recently conducted in the plant’s Separations 
Section. Spear-headed by Chairman P.E.L. Nussbaum, 
the stampede was a full dress pow-wow complete with 
totem poles, battle axes, smoke signals. Its effective- 
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ness was shown during the battle, but it lingered on 
after the smoke had cleared. It brought a distinct drop 
in the accident frequency rates, vastly improved house- 
keeping. 

Separations Section people conceived, controlled and 
successfully directed the stampede, planned their pro- 
gram with war-like strategy. They even included a 
clean-up campaign, with an opinion survey in the 
thorough evaluation of the event and its results. Now, 
plans for a new and improved stampede are already 
under way for the Fall of 1953. 


Here’s How It Worked: 


e Various working groups in the “Separations Sec- 
tion” took the names of Indian tribes, were pitted 
against each other in attempts to reach the top of a 
totem pole representing their monthly rating in safety 
performance. 

e Six tribes, Winnebagos, Tillamooks, Sioux, Utes, 
Comanches, and Cherokees, were at war three “moons” 
in the campaign for increased individual safety con- 
sciousness, creating the habit of accident prevention.

competition. Participants were brought closer to 
contest by making own displays. 


e Panels of judges served as rov- 
ing war parties. They invaded each 
tribe periodically with a sharp eye, 
a sharper pencil and points on a 
score card—weapons which could 
win or lose the position as high tribe 
on the totem pole. 

e Each month a brave and a prin- 
cess were chosen for special honor. 
They were selected from names 
nominated by each tribe for personal 
safety practices which had contrib- 
uted most to efforts of the stampede. 
Additional points went to their tribe 
for their outstanding effort. As 
brave and princess for the month 
they were conducted on a tour of 
certain production areas. They at- 
tended a dinner with members of 
management.

Found Costs Of New 
Lighting Too High. 
So They Rented A 
System To Get...

Parker Appliance Co., Cleveland, Ohio, is doing. They’ve 
had a leased lighting system in use for over a year. It’s 
paying dividends in better workmanship, improved em- 
ployee morale. By leasing the lighting system including 
fixtures, maintenance and guaranteed foot candles, the 
company will actually save more than $17,000 over a 
three year period. 

In Parker’s Valve Division, the old lighting plan of 
local lighting at individual machines had resulted in a 
high contrast between light and dark areas. This was 
objectionable. Each time machines were moved, a major 
lighting rearrangement was required. The management 
eventually determined, as a part of a general plant im- 
provement program, to replace the old lighting system, 
to install the best system that could be found. 

The approximate cost of purchasing a lighting system 
with luminious side, two-lamp, direct-indirect fixtures 
was estimated. (See box at right hand side of page). 
Equipment price, installation and maintenance cost of 
the new system was not the entire cost. The additional 
incidental costs (insurance, freight, taxes, interest and 
miscellaneous costs) were also estimated. The whole 
bill, for this plant, ran very high. 
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THI§ poorly lighted work space resulted in strained eyes from highly contrasted 
areas of light and dark. It was transformed by rented equipment. . . 


In the case of outright purchase, Parker would de- 
preciate the cost over 15 years at $1930 annually. With 
Parker in the 70 percent tax bracket, 70 percent of this 
figure, or $1351, would be paid out annually in taxes 
if this equipment wasn’t purchased, giving a potential 
tax relief totalling $4053 for three years. At the end of 
three years the total cost would be $28,956 plus $2216 
interest less $4053 or $27,119. This estimate did not in- 
clude maintenance costs, estimated to reach approxi- 
mately $4644 including the cost of lamps. Actually, it 
was determined later that maintenance would have 
exceeded the original estimate. 


Fortunately, Parker had some experience with a 
more convenient and economical solution to their light- 
ing problem. An outside lighting maintenance contrac- 
tor, Ed Creed of C & S Lighting Maintenance Company, 
was called in. He submitted a rental or leasing plan for 
an entire lighting system. 


The plan provided that the C & S Company: 


e Supply and install the lighting system. A total ot 
330 fixtures with luminious sides, 27 degree length-wise 
louvers and 35 degree crosswise louvers directing 45 
percent of the light upward to provide a pattern of 
uniform brightness, were installed. 

e Guarantee an average of 50 foot-candles over the 
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TO THIS evenly lighted zone serviced by modern fixtures. Work- 
manship and employee morale improved.

three year period. The level of brightness after one year 
is being held at 70 foot-candles. 

e Replace all lamps (96T12 slimline) every 16 to 18 
months. 

e Clean fixtures every four months. 

e Inspect monthly and maintain wiring, ballasts, switches 
and lamps. 

e Pay the insurance costs. 

With the considerable savings indicated by the leasing plan, 
Parker contracted for a new lighting system for their Valve 
Division. 

Parker is responsible for electrical power cost and damage 
caused to any part of the system by their own personnel. To 
take advantage of the high level, even distribution of light, the 
ceilings were painted white, the side walls and windows cream. 
The top half of the windows were painted out to block the 
daylight glare. Both ceilings and sidewalls have a reflective 
factor of about 85 percent. 

According to the terms of the contract, the Parker Company 
is obligated for the cost of the full three years should they 
decide to cancel earlier. The contract contains an option for 
renewing the agreement at a rate to be determined at renewal. 
Obviously, Parker can anticipate a more advantageous renewal 
contract since the installation cost will have been charged off.

GATE barrier guard on a heavy stamping press. 
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ONE WAY TO BEAT THE PUNCH PRESS hazard is to set up 
your own safety guard research and development pro- 
ject. That’s what they did at the Worcester Pressed 
Steel Co., Worcester, Mass. Results: an unusually fine 
safety record. The press department, rolling mill and 
tool room haven’t had a single lost-time accident since 
October 1951. During the same two year period they 
haven’t had a lost-time accident in the entire plant. 
The plant worked a total of about a million man hours 


. in that time. 


Presteel’s business isn’t non-hazardous. The firm 
custom stamps, rolls and deep draws metal plate, usually 
steel. Normal production requires about 125 presses of 
all types, from small high-speed automatics to big 1500- 
ton hydraulic presses. Other types of equipment include 
light and heavy drills, miscellaneous rolling mill 
equipment, tool room machines, heat treating, welding 
and metal handling gear. 

Early in World War II, the combined factors of high 
production, a high percentage of inexperienced em- 
ployees and overworked supervisory personnel caused 
an unusually high percentage of operator press acci- 
dents. In 1943 alone, almost 200 man days were lost. 
Most of the accidents were finger and hand injuries, 
contusions, lacerations and even amputations. 

Alarmed with this record, management issued a special 
order to the plant engineering department to hold up all 
special projects, concentrate on devising a workable 
safety guard for the company’s presses. 

e A practical, effective and easily handled guard was 
needed. It had to be flexible so that set-up men could 
adjust it easily and quickly to different presses and tools. 
Until the program was on its feet, commercially avail- 
able safety guards were used. Every known type was 
tried; each press was equipped with the most suitable 
guard until something better could be worked out. 

e The human element had to be reckoned with too. 
Operators objected to the guards placed on their ma- 
chines. They claimed the guards slowed them down, 
prevented their earning bonus. Some objected that 
guards made them dizzy. Others said the equipment 
used—straps, chains, and in some cases handcuffs— 
made them feel like criminals. 

A safety slogan, “Production, Yes, but SAFETY 
FIRST!” approached the problem from the psychological 
point of view. The policy was firm, no exceptions were 
made. Presses did not operate without a safety guard 
unless the general plant foreman approved. There was 
practically no such approval. 

Testing and research on safety guards brought re- 
sults. The earliest successful guard was a spread-type 
unit. It met the requirements of the operators and the 
set-up men—it worked, was easy to adjust. It was 
simple to store, to maintain. 

However, as with many other guards, the spread 
guard is not completely universal; unless properly set- 
up and adjusted for a particular job, it has only limited 
value. Department foremen were given ‘the responsibil- 
ity of seeing that the guards were used properly: 

e Other guards, not of Presteel’s design, were also 
found satisfactory; some of these-are-still in use. For 
example, fixed barrier guards are used for blanking

THAT FIRE NEXT DOOR can eat up your building quickly 
if you are not properly protected. That is one of the 
tragic stories of fire. 


A neighbor is careless. His building is a fire trap. 
He lets paper and other trash accumulate under stair- 
ways. He may be handling inflammables in a reckless 
manner. 


But your plant is clean. You have been careful about 
the possibility of fire breaking out in your plant, ware- 
house or office. But you have forgotten about the care- 
lessness of your neighbor and have not taken all the 
possible precautions. 


And because he was careless, you too may have to 
suffer. 


e But how can you protect yourself? Learn from the 
experiences of others: The Continental Can Company 
in Baltimore, for example. A fire started in an oil barge 
that was being repaired in a marine railway. It was 
caused by welding sparks. A 40-mile wind was blowing. 
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STOPPED COLD by background buildings was 
this fire in a Boston plant. They were saved 
because of protection afforded by: outside wall 
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wire-glass windows (top right); firedoors (center); 
outside wall sprinklers (bottom.) They enabled 
undamaged plant to resume work next day. 
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Can It Hit You? 


Next door was a lumber shed. 

Like a flash, the flames started feeding on more than 
a million board feet of lumber. There was no hope for 
the lumber yard, so Continental’s private fire brigade 
turned its hose lines on the can company’s long storage 
shed separated by only a narrow alley from the blaze. 


One group of firemen played a stream of water from 
the roof until ordered to stop by their chief. The fire 
roared to within 18 feet of the exterior wall of Contin- 
ental’s plant. Flames played against the windows, but 
the windows were of wire glass. Many cracked but did 
not break. Some of the other windows were shattered 
by a falling wall next door. 


Where the windows held, the fire did not enter the 
Continental building. Where it did, however, automatic 
sprinklers were ready for it. They opened a flood of 


water and the flames were held back. The well-trained 


private fire brigade, wire glass windows and automatic 
sprinklers proved their worth.

In Boston, fire recently started in rubbish in an ele- 
vator pit of a five-story plank-on-timber leather work- 
ing building. Elevator doors on each floor were metal 
clad, but were not automatic. Some were even blocked 
open. There were no automatic sprinklers in the 
building. 

The flames spread to the top floor over grease and 
lint in the elevator shaft. Most of the employees were 
at lunch, so the fire was not promptly discovered. Em- 
ployees who were there had never been told what to do 
when fire breaks out. They tried to fight it themselves 
and in their excitement, neglected to send in an alarm 
promptly. 

When firemen arrived, the building was a mass of 
flames. Out of control, the fire raged for many hours; 
the building with its contents was completely ruined. 

In the building next door a large quantity of wool 
was stored, but the proper precautions had been taken. 
Wooden timbers were framed into a firewall from both

Simplified Guide To Floor Care 


Products offered for care of floors are so numerous 


it’s difficult to determine what you should use. Here is a basic 


manual and guide to help you. 


IF YOU HAVE THE JOB OF 
KEEPING your plant floors 

ARTICLE clean, you don’t have a bit 
of trouble getting advice on how to do the job. The 
methods and the suggestions offered are as many as 
the products available for your use. The uncertainty of 
what to buy and how to use it is apt to hinder a sys- 
tematic plan of operation. This may give you a good 
excuse for doing nothing until a revamping job of 
major size can no longer be avoided. But, of course, you 
can’t delay. It’s more costly in the long run to let floors 
deteriorate badly. 

Unfortunately, no one product will renovate, restore 
and maintain all floors in one easy application. A sim- 
ple plan, followed habitually can do the job. The whole 
floor-care job can be cut to four basic requirements, 
that apply regardless of the type of floor: 1) cleaning; 
2) sealing; 3) maintaining; 4) a system of regular in- 
spection. Once these four essentials have been put into 
your floor-care plan, the ground work is set for an effi- 
cient, continuing floor maintenance program. It will 
cost less, cause you fewer headaches. The functional 
life of your floor can be insured. 

The chart on the following pages is a simplified 
guide that will help you do just this. It’s a simple, 
economical, common-sense approach to a problem that’s 
too often neglected or sluffed over. 


A PPANT HOUSEKEEPING 





Cleaning 


The success or failure of subsequent operations depends 
to a great extent on the initial cleaning operations. 
First, your floor must be free of all dirt and foreign 
substances. Removal of “Foreign substances” include 
proper rinsing of the cleaner—an important factor often 
overlooked. It is important that the cleaning operation 
itself does no harm to the floor. Be sure you are using 
the proper cleaner for your floor surface. 


Use the cleaner at the correct concentration. Follow 
manufacturers’ directions for dilution ratios carefully. 
A concentration higher than necessary is not only 
wasteful it may be harmful. 

e While certain types of cleaners should not be used 
on some floors, e.g., oil emulsion soaps should never be 
used on rubber surface floors, but are recommended for 
linoleum, there are general purpose cleaners which can 
be used effectively on a number of different surfaces. 

e One of the qualifications you should look for in a 
good general purpose cleaner is that it be economical to 
use. Economy should include a little material going a 
long way and low cost time and labor involved in using 
it. Scrubbing, hard brushing and removal of residue 
can use up much expensive time. A wrong cleaner can 
scar the surface, be difficult to correct. 

e Another factor is the ease of dissolution and emul- 
sification. The cleaner should dissolve quickly in either 
hard or soft, hot or cold water, it should have a high 
capacity for holding dirt, oil, etc. in suspension. 

You should carefully examine products made for speial, 
heavy-duty cleaning, such as wax removers and de- 
greasers, both for primary effectiveness and for inher- 
ent hazards. Tests for toxicity, skin irritating proper- 
ties, obnoxious odors, volatility, flammability and pos- 
sible corrosive effects on application tools are important 
factors in selecting a cleaner. 


Sealing 

As soon as the surface has been thoroughly cleaned, 
rinsed and dried, seal the floor against any foreign mat- 
ter reentering the pores, cracks and crevices. Since 
nearly all floor surfaces are porous to a degree, dirt— 
ground into the pores by the pressure of traffic—— 
shortens the life of the surface, mars its appearance, 
makes cleaning more difficult.

Road Machinery Co. altered a lift truck headed for retirement. 

The vehicle, as altered, has many uses. Euclid uses it to clean and 
change lights—some are 40 feet up on the outer roof edge—adjust hoist 
rails, perform maintenance operations overhead, paint high areas. Nicest 
feature of the skyhook is its cantilever suspension, permitting movement 
over storage areas of highly stacked parts. Erection of scaffolds, move- 
ment of materials are unnecessary. 

It works like this: operator pushes a lever on the chassis to automatically 
spread two hydraulically operated outriggers that brace the vehicle. He 
then climbs into the rail-guarded control cage, works a one-hand control 
and directs the boom up, down, right, left, backwards or forwards as re- 
quired to do the job. Only one man is needed to run it. 

Range of the boom is excellent. It raises the cage from a minimum of 
12” to a maximum of 43’ from the ground. Horizontally it reaches 31’-8”. 
At this point it’s 23’ from ground level.

Explosions 
of gas residues in old storage tanks or acetylene gas for 
cutting, when it is improperly stored, can result in ex- 
tremely serious consequences. 

The Columbia Iron & Metal Company of Youngstown, 
Ohio, has found that such hazards can be effectively 
avoided, through a well-organized safety program. Col- 
umbias program has paid off well. The dividends have 
been a minimum accident rate, low compensation costs 
and good morale. 

Columbia has carried on a continuous campaign of 
safety education and supervision. Every man is made 
conscious of his responsibility for his own safety under 
all operating conditions. He is made to realize that his 
company has provided him with all safety tools avail- 
able and that the greatest hazard may arise from one 
man’s failure to observe the rules. 
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The company uses three locomotive cranes at its 
Cleveland yard, and five at Girard, Ohio. These cranes 
handle all scrap and move large tonnages with minimum 
effort in minimum time. : 

Improperly handled the cranes cah become vicious 
instruments of death and injury. This is emphasized in 
hiring crane operators. They are carefully selected. Be- 
fore they are allowed inside a crane cab, prospective 
operators are instructed thoroughly. After this period 
of instruction they serve an apprenticeship under the 
watchful eye of an experienced operator. 

In spite of this and in spite of the fact that the crane 
may be well designed and sturdily built, the operator 
is thoroughly warned of the possibility of failure of some 
part. Should the current fail in the electromagnet 
loaded with metal or a chain or cable break, men work- 
ing below may be imperiled. 

So operators are instructed to check their equipment 
daily and immediately report any possibility of failure, 
no matter how slight. Men are also warned never to 
stand under the boom of a crane, either loaded or un- 
loaded.

HERE’S AN INTERESTING STORY: 

A hush was over the courtroom. The prosecuting 
attorney was cross-examining the witness. 

“Will you please tell the court your name and occu- 
pation?” asked the attorney. 

“My name is John Smith, and I work as a crossing- 
tender for the XYZ Railroad,” replied the witness. 

“Now Mr. Smith, will you tell the court in your own 
words exactly whai happened on the night of the fatal 
automobile crash on June 14, 1952.” 

“Well,” began the witness, “it was about ten-thirty 
at night. It was raining ‘cats and dogs,’ and you couldn’t 
see very far off. The ten thirty-two freight train from 
New York was due and I had lowered the gate. Just as 
the train was approaching, I saw the headlights of an 
automobile in the distance, so I signalled it to stop.” 

“And how did you signal it to stop?” interrupted the 
prosecuting attorney. 

“I waved my railroad lantern at it,” replied the 
witness. 

“And then what happened, Mr. Smith?” 

“The car kept coming, and I kept waving my lantern,” 
was the curt reply. 

“How many times did you wave your lantern, Mr. 
Smith?” pressed the attorney. 

“Oh! About thirty or forty: and then when I saw the 
automobile wasn’t going to stop, I got out of the way and 
the automobile plowed right smack into the freight 
train. 

This testimony won the case for the railroad, be- 
cause the prosecuting attorney could not prove that the 
railroad company was negligent in taking the proper 
safe-guards to prevent the accident. 

After the trial, the company officials were commend- 
ing the witness, John Smith, on the splendid way he 
gave his testimony. 

“It was nothing,” replied John, “but that lawyer sure 
had me scared. I thought for a minute, he was going to 
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ask me if the lantern was lit!” 

While this story could obviously be nothing but fiction, 
it illustrates the first and most important step in gather- 
ing the facts and analyzing a problem. Kean says you 
must first clear your mind of intuitive conclusions. 
Make no assumptions! You are going to look for the 
facts, all of them. You must not guess or jump a step 
in the process of putting the facts together. Take ab- 
solutely nothing for granted! 

The next step is to apply the power in a question. 
It’s a powerful tool not only in uncovering facts and 
stimulating the thought processes but in educating, 
persuading and convincing men. 

A consulting engineer can spend a relatively short 
time in your plant and then make valid recommenda- 
tions that cut costs, improve morale, reduce accidents, 
create good will, foster receptiveness of new ideas by 
your employees. He can do this not because he knows 
more about your plant than you do. He doesn’t. Reason 
he can do so much in so short a time lies in his attitude 
and methods. He: 

e Has the questioning attitude, takes absolutely 
nothing for granted. 

e Has good technique, a scientific approach, records 
his observations, bases all conclusions on all the facts. 
e Follows through faithfully until he gets action. 

""Job Safety Analysis” combines the principles of motion 
study and work simplification with the methods of 
safety analysis, according to Mr. Kean. Only tools 
needed are a notebook and pencil. You analyze each 
job on separate pages ruled into three columns (see il- 
lustration). Ask yourself the following questions for 
each step: 

e What is the purpose of this step? Is it necessary 
or can it be eliminated? Can it be done differently and 
increase overall efficiency? Can it be combined with 
other steps to increase safety and efficiency?

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SINCE ACCIDENT Costs are the target of any safety pro- 
gram, the final dollar figure on your records is the one 
that tells you what kind of progress your campaign is 
making. Actually, a simple cost statement won’t tell 
you as much as some kind of a comparative index: 
a $5,000 loss may represent a terrific improvement over 
a previous period; it may be a big slide in the other 
direction. 

So, figured Professor H. J. Mathewson of UCLA, a 
handy system for comparing accident costs over weeks, 
months or years should give a mighty helpful yardstick 
to safety men. There are all kinds of cost-comparison 
methods. Most of them compare actual dollar costs with 
numbers of accidents that have been experienced over 
a period of time. But the common denominators of 
safety program measurement are frequency and sever- 
ity indices. To compare their plant’s record with its own 
past performance, with other plants or with industry- 
wide figures, safety men use frequency (number of lost 
time accidents multiplied by one million and divided by 
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total manhours worked) and severity (days lost multi- 
plied by one thousand and divided by total manhours 
worked.) , 
Why not reduce your dollar losses to an index that 
can be used as readily as those commonly applied and 
understood for time losses? Professor Mathewson has \ 
come up with a formula for doing just that. His formula 
establishes a relationship between the actual accident 
costs and the dollars of payroll paid. The payroll figure 
covers the same employees, the same span of time used 
in computing frequency and severity figures. The cost 
formula is simply this: 
Cost index equals cost of injuries multiplied by 100 
and divided by the payroll in dollars. The formula is 
applicable for any period for which these two sets of 
facts are available. Probably monthly and annual index 
computations will be those commonly used. That’s the 
way most plants figure frequency and severity. 
How effective will the cost index be? That, says 
Mathewson, depends on how complete your actual cost

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Do You Know 


Your Compensation Law? 





Ninth of a series 


In law, the turn of a phrase makes a 
big difference. In compensation law, 
the little things said—or unsaid—are 
often the difference between a claim- 
ant’s receiving an award and his 
being denied one. So OH legal editor 
Richard F. Gonda has analyzed the 
various statutes. 


To arrive at a norm he made up a 
basic act. It’s an arbitrarily plotted 
outline of what most compensation 
acts entail. You'll find it in part 1 
(February °52) of this series. Dig it 
up and hang onto it: all state laws 
yet to be discussed will be compared 
with this basic act. As another kind 
of a yardstick, you'll find the manual 
premium rates for four occupational 
categories—the same four in each 
case—listed for each state. 


If your company is engaged in 
interstate commerce, as most are, 
youll want to check over ali the 
states’ statutes: 

February: Alabama, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, California. 

March: Colorado, Connecticut, Del- 
aware, Florida, Georgia.

SOUTH DAKOTA... 


. coverage extends to all employments regardless of number em- 
ployed except usual farm labor, domestic service, and employees not in 
the usual course of the employer’s business. Compulsory coverage is 
provided for the business of operating threshing machines, grain com- 
bines, corn shellers, corn huskers, shredders, silage cutters, and seed 
hullers. The excepted employments may be covered where the employer 
volunteers to be covered. Injuries to employees engaged in interstate and 
foreign commerce covered by federal law are not covered by South 
Dakota law. All public employees are also covered except elected or 
appointed officials. 

e Where compensation coverage under South Dakota law is recog- 
nized by any other state as meeting its coverage requirements, reciprocity 
is granted pursuant to its law in South Dakota. 

e Two of the three basic defenses, intoxication and intentional self- 
inflicted injury, as well as wilful misconduct, failure to use safeguards, 
and violation of the law, are available to the employer in an action 
against him for compensation. Wilful intention to injure another is not 
a defense in South Dakota. 

e A 1945 South Dakota Supreme Court decision points out the judicial 
reasoning for a compensation award to the widow of an employee killed 
in an assault with a co-worker. In Anderson v. Hotel Cataract (70 S.D. 
376), the co-worker assaulted the decedent after the decedent had quit 
work in indignation over his co-employee’s taunts. The court in award- 
ing compensation said, “But for that employment and the presence of 
the decedent at his post of duty in the engine room, the assault would 
not have been made. The co-worker’s opinion of the deceased’s capability 
was generated by their association in the employment, and his disparag- 
ing statements, which set forces in motion culminating in the assault, 
were directed at the deceased as an employee.” 

e South Dakota provides an occupational disease law which covers 
19 varieties of poisoning and anthrax, radioactive ulceration of the skin 
or tissues, silicosis, brucellosis, tularemia, and tuberculosis resulting from 
the care of inmates in state institutions by state employees. 

e Wilful failure to obey safety orders or provide safety devices on 
the part of the employer gives the employee the right to seek damages at 
common law without a statutory limit to the amount of his award. 

e Where a third party causes the injury, the employee has the option 
either to claim compensation or sue the third party for damages. 

e Manual rates for four selected employment categories: bakeries, 
79c; iron foundries $1.57; machine shops, 89c; masonry, $1.08.

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Safety With Enthusiasm 


“SAFETY WITH ENTHUSIASM” is the formula at the Luke, 
Maryland, plant of the West Virginia Pulp & Paper 
Company. Even the wives and other members of the 
worker’s families take part in the plant’s safety program. 

For several years the company’s safety record offered 
very little to brag about. In 1946 an average of 18.4 
lost-time injuries occurred for every million manhours. 
The record previously had not been much better; it 
averaged 15 to 16. 

But the tide has turned sharply. In 1951 the fre- 
quency rate was only 5.08 and in the first six months of 
1951 it had dropped to 3.6. 

Much credit for turning the tide should go to John 
J. Long, director of safety and plant protection. When 
he went to work to improve the record he emphasized 
three “E’s”—Education, Engineering and Enthusiasm— 
with the greatest emphasis on Enthusiasm. Long was 
appointed in 1947. He began his campaign with the full 
backing of A. M. Kaiser, the mill manager. 

The first step was to organize a 12-member mill safety 
committee at top management level, headed by the 
general manager. Every division superintendent be- 
came a member. He was made responsible for organiz- 
ing regular safety meetings among supervisors in his 
division. 

The supervisors, in turn, organized safety commit- 
tees. Membership on the committees was considered a 


distinction. In some departments, members are elected 
by their fellow workmen. 

The committees adopted the more usual methods of 
developing safety rules, holding meetings, training em- 
ployees and the like. But when it came to stirring up 
enthusiasm, the program became elaborate. 

To make enthusiasm contagious, the committees had 
posters printed, started publication of monthly news- 
letters, began interplant competition, sent direct mail 
letters to employees’ homes, showed movies, staged live 
demonstrations, prepared safety tests, held annual din- 
ners, gave out individual safety award pins and carried 
out other promotional efforts. 

The company believes it important that the members 
of the employee’s family participate in the safety pro- 
gram in this manner. Wives and mothers can be helpful 
in cutting down plant accidents. A direct mail campaign 
is conducted for them. Letters sent to them periodically 
emphasize that men engaged in hazardous work need 
clear and undisturbed minds. In this way they can keep 
from getting hurt. The employee’s families are urged 
to encourage them to be careful. 

The program of stirring up enthusiasm over safety 
is not confined to the employees and their families. It 
has spread over the community and the ten nearby 
villages and towns where the 1600 employees live.

He developed it in conjunction with Howard 
Snyder of the safety department, M. W. Marx, engineer- 
ing department. 


The system consists of (1) red or black circles conspic- 
uously painted on each tank in the company’s tank farm, 


(2) a black bar painted above or below the circle. They 
inform fire fighters on arrival at tank fires as to 
whether the: 

e Flash point of the liquid is above 80° F. 

e Material or liquid in the tank will burn. 

e Material will mix with water. 


It also warns workers doing welding, cutting, con- 
struction, maintenance, and repair work of possible 
fire hazards, It’s a reminder that special safety precau-

Optical Advancement 


A BUZZ SAW ACCIDENT in 1852 gave 
America its first optical industry. 

e After serving his apprentice- 
ship as an optician in Germany, John 
Jacob Bausch came to this country, 
worked as a wood turner because 
America had no optical plants. He 
lost two fingers in the buzz saw ac- 
cident. Unable to continue his job 
as a wood turner after his injury, 
Bausch opened an optical shop in 
Rochester, New York with supplies 
secured from Germany. The shop 
took hold. Later, when in need of 
funds to expand the business, he 
asked Lomb for all the money he 
had saved—$60. The arrangement 
was that Bausch would take Lomb 
in as a full partner if the business 
ever reached a point to warrant it. 
That point came soon—in 1853. The 
verbal partnership agreement lasted 
until Lomb’s death in 1908. 

e The first manufacturing opera- 


tion began when a New York sup- 
plier agreed to buy all the new hard 
rubber frames (developed by 
Bausch) that Bausch could make. 
This was in 1864. Bausch’s eldest 
son, Edward, studied engineering at 
Cornell, became a productive genius 
in the factory. Bausch & Lomb mi- 
croscopes began winning interna- 
tional prizes, became available at 
modest cost. In 1912, Edward’s 
younger brother, William, began ex- 
periments in making optical glass. 
At this time optical glass was made 
in Europe. William Bausch’s devel- 
opment of optical glass formulas 
proved invaluable in World War I. 

Today we are proud of the posi- 
tion that Bausch & Lomb has given 
the American optical business in the 
world. Their optical instruments for 
war, industry, research and the in- 
dividual have done much to protect 
and improve our country.

Death Over Nickel 
Not Employer’s Fault 


ONE GIRL WAS KILLED and another 
injured over a five cent piece found 
on the floor of the factory in which 
they were working. 

Rosie Lynch and Virginia Wil- 
liams both spotted the coin on the 
floor at the same time. Virginia con- 
tended that the nickel belonged to 
her, and the quarrel began. After a 
few minutes, they really became 
belligerent and Rosie pulled out a 
gun and shot and killed Virginia. 
Edith Long, who was standing near- 
by, but who had not been involved 
in the altercation, was hit by a stray 
bullet. She sought compensation for 
her injury. 

The employer claimed, and the 
court agreed, that Edith’s injury, 
even though she was not involved 
in the fight, did not arise out of the 
employment. 

The nickel on the floor had noth- 
ing to do with the job Edith was 
hired to do. Said the court, where 
an injury to one employee results 
from another employee’s commis- 
sion of a criminal offense, the injury 
will not be compensable for the 
mere circumstance that the employ- 
ment brought the offender and the 
victim into association with each 
other. Before compensation may be 
allowed, it must appear that the 
offense grew out of or had some re- 
lation to the details of the work 
itself. 

Claim disallowed.

Is College Football 
Player An Employee? 


ERNEST E. NEMETH was hired ‘by 
the University of Denver, where he 
was a student, to work at the cam- 
pus tennis courts. He was “allowed 
time off from his job to play foot- 
ball.” Many students on the campus 
had part-time jobs and were paid 
on an hourly basis. Only those, 
however, who qualified in athletic 
ability were paid a monthly salary. 
Nemeth received $50 per month. He 
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was injured while engaged in spring 
football practice. He sought com- 
pensation for his injury as an em- 
ployee of the university. He main- 
tained he was employed to play 
football, that his injury arose out of 
and in the course of his employment. 

‘e The university claimed that if 
Nemeth were in fact an employee, 
the accident did not arise out of the 
employment since it occurred on the 
football field, not on the tennis 
courts Nemeth was hired to attend. 
The school contended it was en- 
gaged solely in the field of educa- 
tion, not to provide students with 
tennis courts or a football team. 
Therefore, it said, even if Nemeth 
was an employee, he was a casual 
employee not in the usual course of 
his employer’s business and not cov- 
ered by the compensation act. 

The university said that the job 
and free meals were given Nemeth 
solely because he was a _ student. 
They had no connection with his 
football activities. However, the 
evidence showed that Nemeth was 
informed by university authorities, 
that “it would be decided on the 
football field who receives the meals 
and the jobs.” He participated in 
football practice. After a couple of 
weeks a list of names was read 
which included Nemeth’s name. He 
was then given free meals and a 
job. One witness said, “If you 
worked hard in football you got a 
meal ticket.” Another testified that, 
“the man who produced in football 
would get the meals and a job.” The 
football coach testified that meals 
and the job ceased when the student 
was “cut from the squad.” 

It was clear, said the court, that 
by not participating in football, Ne- 
meth would lose his job. The job 
and other remuneration was de- 
pendent upon his making good in 
football. While attending the tennis 
courts may have been an incidental 
part of it, football was Nemeth’s job. 
His injury arose out of and in the 
course of playing football. 

e The only other question was 
whether or not this job was a casual 
one not in the university’s usual 
course of business. On that subject 
the court said, “Higher education in 
this day is a business and a big one. 
The University of Denver with its 
10,000 students has hundreds of jobs 
for students and non-students. A

Death From Starting 
Own Car Is Compensable 


JOHN O. BORAK, MANAGER of a 
lumber company, died accidentally 
of carbon monoxide poisoning while 
attempting to start his car to go to 
work. His widow sought compensa- 
tion. 

As manager, Borak, spent a good 
deal of his time during the day away 
from the lumber yard, usually had to 
use his car to go to places his job 
required. Executives in the firm 
testified that Borak was expected to 
fulfill all his duties even though the 
company car and truck might not 
always be available to him. There 
was no evidence that Borak took 
his car to work each day merely for 
his own convenience. 

The employer contended that Bor- 
ak was not in the course of his em- 
ployment at the time the accident 
occurred. He had not yet even left 
his house to go to work and his in- 
tention was to drop his children off 
at school before reporting to his job. 

No matter, said the court. Part of 
Borak’s services in connection with 
his employment was to take his car 
with him to the lumberyard in order 
to have it ready when needed rather 
than having to go back to his home 
and get it each time. Such a service 
required his presence in his garage 
to start his car at the time of the 
injury, therefore his _ accidental 
death arose out of and in the course 
of his employment. 

Claim allowed.

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vice of his doctor. 

For twelve years, Carroll was a 
compositor. His work consisted of 
cutting and trimming copper and 
zine plates with a power saw. As a 
normal incident of this work, fine 
particles or splinters of metal would 
be thrown off and come in contact 
with his nose, ears, and other parts 
of his body. 

One day Carroll noticed a slight 
swelling on the right side of his 
nose. He thought it might be a hair. 


He pulled it out and it bled a little. 
He went to a doctor the same day. 
The doctor diagnosed it as a small 
cancerous growth known as epith- 
elioma. The doctor removed it at 
once by surgery. 

e Carroll had no idea what the 
condition was or how it was caused. 
Testimony at the trial indicated that 
his doctor said it might have come 
from one of the splinters from the 
power saw, striking his nose. Had 
it not been for the doctor’s sugges- 
tion, Carroll said, he would not have 
made the claim. 

At the trial, Carroll testified that

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although he worked regularly with 
the saw, he had no recollection of 
any specific time when he was 
struck in the nose by such a splinter. 
Nor could he say that he had ever 
been struck by such particles on the 
nose within the two-year period 
prior to filing his claim. 

e Carroll’s doctor testified it was 
Carroll who said he was struck by 
the splinters, and not he, the doctor, 
who suggested it. 

Based on the conflicting evidence 
of the doctor and the claimant, the 
court said that Carroll had failed to 
establish that he had suffered an ac- 
cidental injury arising out of and 
during the course of his employ- 
ment.

Is Injury At Home 
Compensable? 


THE SUPREME COURT OF MISSISSIPPI 
recently decided a question regard- 
ing injury to an employee doing 
work for her employer at her home. 

The claimant, Mrs. Joe Ready, was 
employed by her husband at Joe 
Ready’s Shell Station and Cafe. In 
the daytime, she performed duties in 
and around the station and cafe. 
She was also bookkeeper for the 
business, did all of her bookkeeping 
work at home in the evening. Her 
husband, of course, knew about this 
as did the compensation insurance 
carrier. She had been working in 
this manner for some five years 
prior to the accident. 

On the day of her injury Mrs. 
Ready left the station, went home, 
prepared and ate her supper, took 
a bath, got into her nightgown. Her 
custom was to work in her night 
clothes so she could go to bed im- 
mediately upon completion of the 
evening’s work. 

She did her work on a small table 
drawn up to the couch in her living 
room. Sometime during the day of 
her injury, a friend of her husband 
returned a shotgun he had borrowed 
a few weeks previously. Finding no 
one home, the friend laid the gun 
on the couch. 

After putting on her evening at- 
tire, Mrs. Ready went to the sofa to 
begin her work. Finding the shot- 
gun there, she picked it up to put it 
away. The gun went off injuring 
her. Her left thumb had to be am- 
putated.

dental injury occurs is the law 
which determines whether a claim 
for compensation will be awarded. 
The Maryland law provides that a 
worker must be engaged in an ex- 
trahazardous employment before a 
claim for compensation will be up- 
held. 

Mrs. Simmons was a laundress in 
a tourist home. She worked a day 
or two a week, primarily washing 


and ironing clothes. The home in- 


which she worked consisted of 
twelve rooms; ‘eight were used as a 
tourist home, and the rest as private 
living quarters. Occasionally, when 
Mrs. Simmons was not washing or 
ironing, she would make beds, wash 
windows, sweep floors. Most of the 
washing and ironing she did was the 
personal laundry of her employer, 
since the linens from the tourist 
home were sent to a commercial 
laundry. On the day of the accident, 
as occasionally happened in the 
slack season, Mrs. Simmons sug- 
gested while she was doing the per- 
sonal laundry of her employer she 
might as well do the four sheets and 
pillow cases used the night before 
in the tourist home. While carrying 
a pan of boiling starch, after she had 
washed these clothes, she stumbled 
over a small platform, spilling the 
starch on her body. She suffered 
severe burns. 

e Mrs. Simmons contended she 
should be compensated since: 1) she 
was doing the washing of the tourist 
home as well as personal laundry, 
therefore was not working in the 
capacity of a domestic servant, 2) 
under the 1951 change in the laws, 
work in “tourist camps” was made 
extrahazardous by the legislature. 

The court found no validity in the 
claimant’s contentions. The accident 
happened in 1949, two years prior to 
the change in law. When the law is 
changed after the accident occurred, 
the court cannot, by retroactive con- 
struction, declare an occupation ex- 
trahazardous at the time of trial to 
enable a claimant to recover com- 
pensation. At the time of the acci- 
dent, said the court, even though 
Mrs. Simmons did other things be- 
sides the personal laundry of her 
employers, her position was that of 
a domestic servant—nothing more. 
The most similar extrahazardous job 
covered at the time Mrs. Simmons 
received her injuries was a worker 
in a power laundry. Her job, stated 
the court, was hardly equivalent to 
that.

Unsubstantiated reports on fire 
causes are going the rounds. Blame 
is put on inadequate sprinkler cov- 
erage by some. Sprinklers, they say, 
protected only 15% of the plant’s 
million-and-a-half square feet. GM’s 
answer: the building met all fire 
codes. 

Another suspected cause: in-plant 
fire fighters thought they could 
handle the blaze, didn’t get outside 
help in time. 








Lessons to study, whatever the 
causes are finally determined to be 
stand out to safety men: 

e Giant-size plants may not be 
such a good idea, after all. If the 
basket goes up in flames, all your 
eggs are cooked. Industrial archi- 
tects may well take a cue for future 
buildings from the Livonia tragedy. 
And if it isn’t feasible to limit indi- 
vidual plant size, other protection 
can be incorporated.

flammable liquids through firewalls, 
fire has an open road. This fact 
points to the need for: 1) closer at- 
tention to the human element, 2) 
well-trained and equipped in-plant 
brigades, 3) coordination between 
plant and municipal fire depart- 
ments. 

e Automatic extinguishing sys- 
tems for flammable liquid storage 
and processes using them are need- 
ed to prevent explosions that turn 
small fires into huge blazes. 

e Extensive firewalls and fire- 
doors, to contain incipient blazes, 
shut them off from other areas, are 
in for broader use. Their drawback 
in operations like those typified by 
auto making: they limit plant flex- 
ibility, curtail long, uninterrupted 
production lines. 


What can you do? Right Now 


e Check on your fire instruction 
program. Will your workers call the 
fire department when a fire breaks 
out, or will they delay until it gets 
out of control? Are your brigades 
trained to handle several areas of 
fire at one time, or can they cope 
with only one? Do you have proper 
controls against use of flammable 
fluids in open containers? 

e Are your outside contractors 
following your safe practice policies? 

e Check on your buildings. Is it 
thoroughly sprinklered? Does it 
need additional firedoors, firewalls 
or extinguishers? Should fire haz- 
ardous departments be moved to 
segregated areas? Is your house- 
keeping being kept on a fire-safe 
basis all the time? Is the idea of 
building separation being consid- 
ered in your future building plans? 

e Acting on these points now may 
mean the survival of your plant to- 
morrow. Remember, 4 out of 10 
companies don’t reopen after a fire 
has closed their doors. e e

tribe was elevated to the top of the 
totem pole. . 

e At end of third month of stam- 
pede, a final pow-wow was held. 
The tribe showing most outstanding 
performance was awarded an in- 
scribed copper-relief plaque signi- 
fying their honor. Guests and speak- 
ers included General Electric’s Gen- 
eral Manager at Hanford, W. E. 
Johnson, and Chief Supervisor of 
Safety and Fire Protection, F. J. 
McKinnon. 
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Interest was first flagged by a series 
of mysterious cartoons appearing in 
the Hanford NEWS, several weeks 
before the opening of the stampede. 
A large Indian in battle dress who 
appeared in the cartoons, also ap- 
peared in billboard form in the 
Separations Section area. During 
the stampede, interest was held high 
with a series of flyers and cartoons 
distributed and posted on bulletin 
boards, with pictures and stories in 
the Hanford paper. 


What About Results? 

e In one department the minor 
injury frequency rate dropped stead- 
ily from 3.59 the month preceding 
the kick-off, to 1.06 per cent one 
month after the stampede ended. 

e Safety Engineer W. O. Goslin be- 
lieves the improvement in house- 
keeping achieved in three months 
probably would have taken two or 
three years of normal, day to day 
safety education. The stampede took 
place at a time when construction 
work had recently been completed, 
operations personnel were in a set- 
tling down stage. “Housekeeping 
problems are always greater at such 
a time,” Goslin pointed out. 

e During the stampede safety sug- 
gestions submitted to the company’s 
suggestion system received special 
attention by the “tribal council.” 
Special safety suggestion pouches 
with “Stampede-Type” forms were 
placed with each tribe. Employees 
were urged to make them out in 
duplicate, so that tribal councils 
could process them through regular 
suggestion system channels. Sug- 
gesters were eligible for cash 
awards. 

e An average of 47 safety sugges- 
tions per month had been submitted 
from this section in the eight-month 
period before the stampede started. 
In September the number jumped to 
135, in October it took another leap 
to 151, in November 96 were submit- 
ted and in December, 73. Many of 
the suggestions merely noted a rule 
violation or observed some unsafe 
condition to be corrected. But they 
served their purpose in making em- 
ployees aware of hazards. 

e Thorough planning, team spirit, 
participation of many people, all 
added to the ultimate success of the 
“Separations Safety Stampede.”

Appl received no serious injury, lost 
no time. 

e Sigurd Mahlum was supervis- 
ing the erection of a column staging 
for the Burns & Dutton Concrete & 
Construction Company, Ltd., Cal- 
gary, Alberta. A 4”x4”x8’ timber 
fell endwise about 20 feet, struck 
him on the head. The blow knocked 
him down, put him in the hospital 
for two weeks with a sore chest, 
neck and back muscles. But he suf- 
fered no serious injury.

One of the first steps taken was a 
“safety-factor” analysis of all exist- 
ing equipment by the engineering 
department. The same analysis was 
and still is applied to any new 
equipment purchased, before it is 
approved for use on the shop floor. 
The engineering department deter- 
mines if any inherent hazards exist 
in any machine—due to its construc- 
tion or operation—. It recommends 
proper safety precautions. At this 
time, the most suitable safety guard 
is also recommended. Other recom- 
mendations deal with plant illumi- 
nation at the work place, ventilation 
and fire precautions. 

The engineering department has 
the authority and responsibility of 
redesigning machines for safety if 
no other protection means can be 
developed. In many cases a change 
in work-place layout or manufac- 
turing techniques provides the nec- 
essary margin of safety.

As a further preventive measure, a 
monthly inspection is made by an 
outside safety engineer. With sound 
logic, the company feels that an out- 
side person brings a fresh, impar- 
tial approach, not influenced by pro- 
duction problems. Often such out- 
side inspection points up potential 
dangers missed by plant personnel 
simply because they’re too close to 
the forest to see the trees. 

All job descriptions state that each 
foreman is responsible for the safe- 
ty of the people he supervises. Until 
a job is checked by the department 
foreman for safety, it doesn’t run. 
The foreman has the authority to 
make safety policies stick. This au- 
thority goes as far as discharging 
employees for unsafe practices. 

Most employees are cooperative, 
even grateful, when an unsafe prac- 
tice is pointed out. Enough “near- 
misses” and potential accidents are 
discovered to convince even the 
most stubborn operator of the value 
of machine guards and constant vig- 
ilance on the job. e e

sides. The firewall held the flames 
in check for a time, but the timbers 
and burlap coverings over the wool 
bales eventually were ignited. 

Eight sprinklers in the wool stor- 
age area went into action, and fur- 
ther spread of the fire was prevent- 
ed. This gave firemen a chance to 
put out the fire in the storage area 
and carry outdoors a few smoldering 
bales. 

e So much for your next door 
neighbors. But fire has a long 
tongue. In one outstanding example, 
radiated heat from a huge burning 
grain elevator set fire to cartons in- 
side the windows of a _ concrete 
warehouse 185 feet away. 

Brands from some fires have ig- 
nited roofs of buildings at a dis- 
tance of more than a mile. 

Where there are no dikes or the 
ground slopes, fires from oil tanks 
can send a flaming flood for a great 
distance. Explosions in chemical 
plants, refineries and paint and 
varnish factories can mushroom a 
blazing shower over a wide area. 

‘What specific things are recom- 
mended, then, for adequate and per- 
manent protection? Here are some 
of the factors that may save you 
from your neighbor’s fire: 

e Distance. Keep anything that 
will burn or that is highly inflam- 
mable as far away as possible from 
where it might be exposed to fire. 
This chiefly depends upon your own 
judgment, your alert and keen ob- 
servation. 

e Fire walls. The best protection 
is a parapeted wall without open- 
ings. If a wall with windows is al- 
ready exposed to possible danger, 
then the windows can be bricked up. 
But firewalls are not absolute pro- 
tection. An adjoining wall might 
fall on your roof. Heat or flames 
might pass over the parapets and 
ignite a combustible roof, penthouse 
or other superstructure. Flames can 
also spread around the wall through 
openings that are not protected. 

e Wire-glass windows. Hot win- 
dows may crack when water is ap- 
plied, but the glass remains in place. 

e Sprinklers near windows and 
walls. Open sprinklers over wire- 
glass windows may be turned on 
manually to prevent the windows 
from being overheated and breaking. 
Fire resistant walls may become hot 
enough to ignite combustible ma- 
terial stored against them. Fire 
doors may also fail and walls might 
crack and collapse. Sprinklers near 
these weak spots can be effective. 

e Automatic sprinklers through- 
out the building. While these have 
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many times kept fire out when win- 
dows have broken or have been 
melted, relying on sprinklers alone 
is not desirable because interior 
water damage is likely to be great. 

e Outside sprinklers. These re- 
quire a large volume of water. Un- 
less fitted with fire department con- 
nections, turned on early and sup- 
ported by a pumper, they may be 
ineffective. 

e Organized fire brigade. Key 
employees should be ready at all 
times to fight fire in an orderly, 
systematic manner. Some should be 
prepared to take stations on the roof 
to guard against burning brands. 


They should make effective use of 
yard hydrants. Private water sup- 
plies should be considered because 
of the possibility of public supplies 
being overburdened. 

e Noncombustible roofs. If roofs 
of exposed buildings are not fire- 
proof they can be an important loca- 
tion for fire to enter. 

One of the most important steps in 
fighting fire, whether it is an ex- 
posure fire or a fire starting in your 
own establishment, is the appoint- 
ment of a responsible individual to 
take charge when fire breaks out. 
He should study the entire situation

and be prepared with adequate plans 
for fighting fire and preventing its 
spread. He should have a thorough 
knowledge of the neighborhood and 
give every consideration to the pos- 
sibility of fire breaking out any- 
where in that area. 

He should have the fire fighting 
brigade well in hand at all times. 
Members of the brigade should be 
assigned to definite missions in keep- 
ing with a well-worked out plan of 
operation. 


He should be sure at all times that 
his water supply is adequate. He 
should conserve his personnel and 
water supply. Indiscriminate em- 
ployment of hand operated nozzles 
is usually a dangerous waste of 
water, time and manpower. 

He should always know how well 
the local public fire department can 
perform, how much water can be 
obtained from public sources and 
how much should be stored by the 
company for whom he works.

GUIDE TO FLOOR CARE 
Continued 





It’s important to select a cleaner 
that has been made to meet definite 
surface requirements. The costly job 
of laying a floor should be remem- 
bered in selecting a sealer. By using 
the very best sealer available for the 
purpose, you protect the original in- 
vestment for an indefinite period 
and, at the same time, obtain cheap 
insurance against excessive future 
repair costs. 

e Sealer should have two quali- 
ties: 1) that it effectively seal all 
pores; 2) that it form a durable pro- 
tective cover over the surface to re- 
sist wear and traffic. In general, 
resinous sealers, consisting of a 
blend of phenolic resins, solvents 
and driers, give the best all around 
performance. Such sealers saturate 
the surface, dry to good hardness 
and luster. Their coating is flexible 
enough to dent under extremely 
hard use without breaking, cracking 
or chipping. Resinous sealers, when 
properly selected and applied, be- 
come an integral part of the floor 
surface. They serve to strengthen it 
as well as protect it. As noted later, 
a wearing surface of wax over a 
sealed surface will, when main- 
tained properly, retard the wear of 
both flooring and sealer. 

e Drying time is important, es- 
pecially when traffic in a work area 
must be shut-down or rerouted. 
Whenever possible flocr sealing 
should be done section by section 
outside of shift hours or on week- 
ends. Most preferred sealers require 
10 to 12 hours drying time. Faster 
drying sealers—they allow a resur- 
facing job to be completed in a 
single day—are often used as a first 
or prime coat. 

e Where appearance counts — in 
some areas it is more important than 
in others—the effect of the sealer 
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on the color of the floor must be 
considered. For example, it may be 
desirable to keep a wooden floor in 
an office looking as much as pos- 
sible like a freshly sanded floor. 
Here, a transparent sealer should be 
used to bring out the natural beauty 
of the wood without discoloring or 
darkening it. Resinous_ cleaners, 
whether clear or pigmented, permit 
retouching of worn spots without 
showing lap marks at the edges of 
retouched areas. 


e Resinous sealers and finishes 
made for concrete, mastic tile and 
terrazo have gained wide acceptance 
as flooring materials for public 
buildings. Sealing your concrete 
surfaces is a good idea. Even where 
traffic is light, sealing makes clean- 
ing easier. When traffic is heavy, 
sealing your concrete is a must. 
Heavy foot traffic can cause a dust- 
ing of the surface particles of con- 
crete. This dust acts as an abrasive 
on the lower surface. Unchecked, 
the action causes pitting and accel- 
erated wear. 


e A penetrating sealer, applied to 
the thoroughly cleaned and dried 
concrete surface, is the answer to 
the dusting problem. Such a sealer 
must withstand moisture and alkali 
—twin enemies of sealers always 
present in concrete. In all cases the 
surface of the concrete must be neu- 
tralized with an acid rinse prior to 
applying the sealing coat. Sealers of 
high phenolic content have proved 
most successful. Sealers have re- 
cently been developed that elimi- 
nate the need for etching. 


Terrazzo, while not as common in 
industrial installations as concrete 
and wood, is used where long ser- 
vice, sanitation and appearance are 
all equally important. A mixture of 
concrete and marble chips, terrazzo 
should be sealed to prevent staining 
and general disintegration of the 
surface caused by continual cleaning 
with soap and water. Sealers for 
terrazzo should be able to withstand 
alkali soap solutions without yel- 
lowing with age or changing the 
color of the terrazzo. 


Finally, sealers must not produce 
a slippery surface. Sealers and fin- 
ishes with non-slip properties are 
available for most types of floors. 
They are far superior to shellac or 
mixes of waxes and varnishes form- 
erly used. 


Maintenance 


The most important but least appre- 
ciated process in preserving floor 
surfaces is that of maintenance. Just

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as a precision production machine 
requires adjustment, lubrication and 
cleaning, floors require systematic 
maintenance. If the cleaning and 
sealing operations are done and the 
surface is then left to take care of 
itself on a “clean-as-needed” basis, 
your program will be largely 
wasted. 

e For most floors, the best method 
of keeping the surface at its top ef- 
ficiency and appearance is to wax 
regularly with a good grade floor 
wax. The wax film rather than the 
floor itself should take the brunt of 
wear. As the film wears away, it 
should be renewed. Occasionally, 
heavy films of wax—which build up 
by repeated applications—should be 
removed entirely with a good wax 
remover. 

e Proper waxing is never an easy 
job. Modern materials have, how- 
ever, done much to reduce the labor 
required. Special blends of wax 
emulsions have been developed for 
various types of flooring. Applica- 
tion of these materials isn’t much 
more difficult than mopping with 
soap and water. The principle rule 
to follow in applying them is to 
spread in thin even coats, stroking 
in one direction only. 

e Modern wax emulsions are de- 
signed to protect with a minimum 
amount of slip—a very important 
safety measure. Another advantage 
is that they do not have to be buf- 
fed, saving labor. Most of them 
cover more floor area, are therefore 
economical. Such waxes dry in 20 
minutes or less, leave a high luster 
as they dry. Although buffing is not 
necessary, it’s smart to get a wax 
that can be buffed—buffing reduces 
the number of applications neces- 
sary for appearance. 

Liquid chemical compounds have 
been developed for removal of the 
dust caused by floor traffic. Since 
dust may carry diseases, germicidal 
agents have been added to some of 
these compounds. In applying floor 
dressings of this nature, you should 
follow the manufacturer’s directions 
strictly. Careful attention should be 
given to his recommendations as to 
the types of floors for which the 
compound is intended. Oil-base dust 
control compounds, for example, 
should not be applied to some types 
of floors unless the surface has been 
well waxed beforehand.

Inspection 
catches most potential troubles be- 
fore they happen. Standardized 
forms that can be checked off, per- 
mit difficulties to be reported to the 
head of the maintenance depart- 
ment promptly, should be used. 

e Instructing your maintenance 
workers to watch for signs of floor 
wear, will pay off. Heavily traveled 
areas such as hallways, aisles, shops 
and laboratories usually need the 
most attention.

the usual course of the employer’s 
business) and interstate common 
carriers covered by federal acts. 
Coverage is voluntary to those busi- 
nesses employing less than five if 
the employer chooses to be covered. 
The Tennessee compensation law is 
applicable to out-of-state injuries if 
the contract of employment was 
made in Tennessee, unless that con- 
tract provides otherwise. While not 
compulsory, public employeees of 
the state or any subdivision may 
come under the act if they so elect. 

e Wilful misconduct, intentional 
self-injury, intoxication, or wilful 
failure to use safety appliances or 
perform statutory duties are all de- 
fenses available to the employer in 
action for compensation. 

e Employees whose work entails 
travel away from the employer’s 
premises are usually held to be 
within the course of their employ- 
ment continuously during the trip, 
except where a distinct departure is 
shown. The Supreme Court of Ten- 
nessee affirmed an award on this 
theory in Employers Liability Asso- 
ciation v. Warren (172 Tenn. 403). 
In that case, a travelling man had 
been sitting on the hotel porch on a 
warm evening reading a magazine. 
As he rose to return to his room, he

is 11’-8”. Overall length is 22’-6”. 
Outriggers have a spread of 12’ from 
the vehicle side, have 1’ square pad 
at the end of each. 

Originally designed for mounting 
on a regular road truck, Euclid had 
the aerial tower—its proper name— 
mounted on the lift truck to save 
maneuvering space in plant aisles. 
Since the manufacturer is located in 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, Euclid shipped 
the lift-truck to them for conversion. 
Before shipping they removed the 
truck mast, forks and safety cage. 





Hydraulic system was left on the 
truck chassis. It’s used to power the 
outrigger and boom. Rated capacity 
on the platform is 340 pounds.

lower the stricken operator. 

Maintenance Foreman Leonard 
Flanigan and Safety Director Frank 
Ratino feel the skyhook was an ex- 
cellent investment—it cost about

All cranes are equipped with 
horns, similiar to those used on die- 
sel locomotives. Warnings are sound- 
ed as the crane moves along a track 
or approaches an area where men 
may be working. The only men per- 
mitted near an operating crane are 
the operator plus one or two hook- 
ers. All are warned to be constantly 
on guard. 

Columbia has found that proper 
yard layout contributes to safety. 
Placing or removing scrap in the 
yard is done where there are no 
scrap cutters at work. Arrangement 
of tracks in relation to work areas 
permits the crane boom to reach 
easily a deposition or removal area 
without unsafe boom angles. 

In the Columbia scrap yards, rail- 
road tracks are measured in miles. 
Constant care is required to see that 
the road beds are in first class con- 
dition. Worn rails are promptly re- 
placed, rails are kept properly bal- 
lasted and leveled, switches are 
constantly checked. 

At the shears, all equipment ex- 
cept the cutting blades themselves 
is guarded. Because the shear blades 
cannot be protected, men working 
with them are ordered to take extra 
precautions. At each shearing sta- 
tion four men work as a team. One 
is the shear leader and is responsible 
for the other three. When there is 
doubt that a piece of scrap metal 
can be sheared safely, the men take 
no chances. The metal is cut with a 
torch. 

Where there is danger of men 
being cut by sharp metal, men are 
taught care in picking it up. Gloves 
and safety shoes must be worn at 
all times. Men who show up with- 


OCCUPATIONAL HAZARDS 
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out proper footwear are not permit- 
ted to work. 

When explosive gas residues in 
old tanks present a possible danger, 
the tanks are emptied and steamed 
out before they arrive at the scrap 
yard. Even after their arrival, all 
tanks are thoroughly inspected be- 
fore they are turned over to oper- 
ators for burning. 

All men who cut metal with torch- 
es must be equipped with goggles 
and gloves. They are trained to wipe 
their hands free of oil and grease. 
They are warned that the oxygen 
used in their torches might cause 
grease or oil on their hands to burst 
into flame or even explode. 

At the yard in Girard, Columbia 
has a 1600-foot gas line for burning. 
It is one of the most impressive fea- 
tures of the giant yard. Oxygen and 
acetylene for burning are carried in 
two underground pipes. At every 50 
feet are stations with a regulator and 
four outlets for four burners, so that 
four men can work at each station. 
Each man must carry 50 feet of hose 
so he can cover the yard area in any 
direction. 

It can easily be seen how such a 
line, with its many connections, 
could become a serious hazard if it 
were not properly maintained and 
gas permitted to escape. 

The regulator and outlets are be- 
low the surface of the ground. A 
locked cover protects each station 
on the line so that the equipment 
cannot be damaged by scrap that 
may be dropped by cranes. Gas 
hoses are inspected constantly by 
workers and yard foremen. Even 
though a hose may be frayed only 
slightly, it is replaced. Gages, 
torches, valves and other equipment 
used by the burners are frequently 
and carefully checked. 

Columbia supplements safety sup- 
ervision and education with a riger- 
ous equipment inspection program. 
Not only are such inspections made 
on regular schedule by supervisory 
personnel, but operators are trained 
to report any defects, no matter how 
slight. The company has always 
acted under the assumption that a 
defect caught in time may not be 
immediately dangerous but it might 
eventually. 

In constantly preaching safety the 
company has made every workman 
conscious of the full meaning of safe 
operation. If a worker is found to 
be doing something wrong, he is im- 
mediately taken aside and told of 
his error. 

The triple campaign of supervi- 
sion, education and inspection as 
made Columbia’s two yards the 
safest of their kind in the country.

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ANALYZE SAFETY INTO YOUR JOBS

e What are the hazards in this step? What accidents 
occur? What injuries result? What controls could be 
applied to the operation? 


e What tools are needed in this step? Are they haz-— 


ardous? Are they in good condition? Are they standard- 
ized? Can new tools, jigs, or fixtures be designed to 
simplify the trick, make it safer, more efficient? 

e Are working conditions suited to this step? Is 
there adequate light? Is there adequate ventilation? Are 
materials and supplies within easy reach? Are both 
hands occupied? Is there excessive handling or lifting? 

You gain other advantages besides finding hazardous 
and ways to prevent injuries by using this question 
method. Proper use of questions improves employer- 
employee relations because when you ask a person a 
question or seek his advice you: 

e Flatter him. You are subtly telling him he’s im- 
portant enough to be consulted. You break down the 
resistance existing when another person lays down job 
requirements the employee must follow. 

e Make him a participant in the project. He’s much 
more likely to support it if he’s had a hand in shaping 
the change. 

e Are planting seeds of new ideas in his mind. The 
answers you stimulated are now thought out ideas of 
that individual. If the subject is safety, you may have 
led him to propose a safety action. 

You are now ready to begin the Job Safety Analysis. 
Here are a few last minute do’s and dont’s Kean suggests 
to start you on the right road to a better and more effi- 
cient plant. 

e Make haste slowly. Don’t try to-do too much at 
first. Finish one job before going on to the next. The 
thrill of accomplishment feeds your enthusiasm, sustains 
your interest. 

e Meet the worker at the work area to be analyzed. 
Together, the supervisor and the worker list, under the 
first column of the page, the sequence steps the employee 
must follow.to do the job. In the second column list all 
the dangers involved, all injuries that could occur. In 
the third column list all the safest controls, require- 
ments, rules, equipment, etc., to make each step safe. 

e Have the worker demonstrate each step, as he ex- 
plains it. Take nothing for granted. You may have seen 
the operation performed a thousand times. You may 
think you know all there is to know about it. Don’t let 
this stop you from asking questions. Above all, don’t 
skip any steps. 

After the analysis is finished, ask yourself the follow- 
ing questions: 

1. Does the employee have all the protective equip- 
ment he needs? Are his goggles, special clothing, safety 
shoes in good condition? Is he wearing them? 

2. Have I provided ample mechanical means for 
heavy material handling hazards? Are such devices as 
hoists and conveyors in good shape? 

3. Do the listed safety controls adequately tend to 
prevent falls? Is the equipment on the job safe. Does 
the analysis specify all the needed safety instructions? 

4. What are the fatigue possibilities—is the potential 
controlled? 

Kean points out there are lots of uses for the standard 
procedures established for each job: 

e The analysis will reveal job hazards to highlight 
the need for proper employee selection—helpful to the 
personnel, people who hire. 

e If the analysis shows certain physical impair- 
ments will be a liability on the job—make it more 
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dangerous — the employee’s pre- 
placement physical examination will 
show whether he is fit for the job 
or hot. This will help your doctor 
or first aid department in approving 
personnel. 

e The analysis is a guide for the 
basic safety training of the em- 
ployee. It will help you in your em- 
ployee training program; can be 
used as a guide in building a train- 
ing program. A safety control sheet 
for each job, outlining the specific 
job requirements, should be posted 
in a conspicuous place in the job 
area as a reference guide for em- 
ployees. 

e It reminds supervisors and

Recently the company began or- 
ganizing home safety committees in 
all the communities. Members in- 
clude not only employees and their 
families but neighbors as well. Each 
member receives a membership cer- 
tificate and a monthly bulletin. 
There are monthly or quarterly 
meetings, with special entertain- 
ments, movies and door prizes. 

Some of the reasons for the off- 
the-job safety program were that 
there are eight accidents in the home 
to one in the mill. When a member 
of a worker’s family is hurt, his 
worry and concern tends to lower 
his efficiency and cause accidents in 
the factory. Loss of time and income 
due to an accident in the home or 
on the highway upsets the economic 
condition of his entire family. 

Sometimes enthusiasm over the 
safety program reaches an extra- 
high pitch. The mill manager an- 
nually holds a turkey dinner for all 
employees in departments that com- 
plete a full year without a lost-time 
accident. Because of the record 
one year only one department was 
left out. There were so many turkey 
dinners that it took an entire week 
to hoid them all.

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because an employee there suffered 
an injury that marred the record. 
Because members of his department 
were not entitled to an official din- 
ner he gave one himself for them 
at his home. 

In addition to holding the popular 
crusade, the plant employs a full- 
time safety inspector and a full-time 
fire inspector who make daily re- 
ports on their mill tours. All mem- 
bers of the safety guard force like- 
wise fill out daily reports, which 
include reports on good or bad 
housekeeping as well as safety. 

Department supervisors make de- 
tailed reports on all accidents in- 
volving injury in their departments. 
These reports not only spotlight the 
direct cause of each accident but re- 
quire that immediate action be taken 
to remove the cause. 

Every new employee is trained in 
safety before he is permitted to start 
work. He is given a short talk so 
he may learn why safety is so 
strongly emphasized. He is told of 
the specific hazards in his depart- 
ment, general mill-wide hazards, 
and smoking regulations. He learns 
how to identify and use fire extingu- 
ishers and the various types of pro- 
tective equipment available for his 
use. Finally, he receives a 62-page 
safety handbook describing in detail 
mill-wide and departmental safety 
rules, 

To promote enthusiasm and to as- 
sure workers and their families that 
the management itself also makes a 
great effort to insure safety, the 
company provides the best obtain- 
able Bureau - of - Mines - Approved 
protective equipment. 

A central safety storeroom, with 
full-time attendants is well stocked 
with all types of apparatus and ap- 
pliances for safeguarding workmen. 
Here also, respirators and goggles 
are routinely cleaned, sterilized and 
repaired. 

The company maintains a cabinet 
of equipment for emergencies, in- 
cluding breathing apparatus, instru- 
ments to detect explosive or poison- 
ous gases and a respirator for cases 
of suffocation, gas poisoning, elec- 
tric shock and other accidents. 

Huge volumes of poisonous chlor- 
ine gas are generated and stored in 
the plant. Instead of hiding this 
hazard the safety department con- 
stantly reminds employees about it. 
Pocket type respirators for emer- 
gency are kept near all sources of 
chlorine. 

The medical staff directs em- 
ployee training in first aid. The 
medical center employs full-time 
nurses. Included in the equipment 
is an instrument to determine the 
amount of carbon monoxide in the 
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blood stream and an X-ray for pre- 
employment examination and for 
detecting internal injury or illness. 

Long emphasizes that the “pro- 
tection of the company’s manpower 
comes first. Economic considera- 
tions follow.” e e

Color specifications for the sym- 
bols generally coincide with those 
of safety standards for storage and 
handling of flammable liquids in 
plant laboratories. 


It works like this: 

e Flammability is represented by 
the circle. The solid black bar des- 
ignates specific gravity of the tank’s 
liquid contents as compared with 
water. 

e A solid red circle means the 
contents are flammable, will give 
off vapors sufficient to form an ig- 
nitable mixture with air near sur- 
face of the liquid when liquid 
temperature is below 80° F. 

e A half red—half black circle in- 
dicates the fluid will vaporize to 
the ignition point when surface 
vapors mix with air and liquid is 
80° and above.

e Solid black bars designate the 
specific gravity of the tank’s con- 
tents as compared to water. A bar 
at the top of a circle indicates that 
water is lighter than the contents, 
will float on top of the liquid, can 
be used on the fire. 

e A bar placed below the circle 
means water is heavier than the 
liquid in the tank, would cause fluid 
to float on the water, possibly 
spread the fire. On such fluids other 
extinguishing agents must be used. 

e All miscible liquids are treated 
as heavier than water, the bar being 
placed above the circle. 

e Combustible gases are marked 
with the bar above the circle to in- 
dicate that cooling water should be 
applied to the vessel.

fell and sustained injuries that re- 
sulted in his death. The court said 
that resting and reading on the 
porch was no more a personal devi- 
ation in his case than resting during 
working hours is for a fixed-hours 
employee. Since this travelling man 
had no fixed hours, resting in the 
evening was not different than a 
pause in the course of his journey to 
get a drink of water would have 
been. 

e Assaults brought about by out- 
siders which deal with the employ- 
ment are compensable throughout 
the states. Tennessee has ruled on 
one aspect of the problem of as- 
saults which is a closer question— 
that of the lunatic or the drunk who 
wanders in from the outside and 
assaults the employee for seemingly 
no reason. In the case of Thornton 
v. R. C. A. Service Company (188 
Tenn. 644), a travelling man who 
was waiting for his lunch in a res- 
taurant along the way was subjected 
to an unexpected and unprovoked 
attack by a lunatic or drunk. The 
court denied compensation saying 
that there was no distinction be- 
tween assaults made by mentally 
responsible and mentally irrespon- 
sible strangers, since neither had 
any origin in the employment.

mus, ankylostomiasis, and tenosyno- 
vitis), anthrax, asbestosis and 
chronic manganese poisoning. 

Attorney’s fees are controlled by 
statute in compensation cases and 
are limited to 20% of the amount 
recovered. 

e Like an injury resulting from 
horseplay, an injury resulting from 
a whimsical method of performing 
the duties of the job is usually not 
compensable. A number of years 
ago, the Tennessee Supreme Court 
heard the case of the leaping insur- 
ance man, Hawkins v. National Life 
& Accident Insurance Company (164 
Tenn. 36). In the course of his day’s 
work, the claimant was returning to 
his car, parked on the street. The 
court dryly described the facts thus- 
ly: “The claimant, who was a young 
athlete, in a sportive spirit, under- 
took to jump over the hood of the 
car. But his foot caught in some 
manner and he was thrown to the 
ground and received the injuries 
for which he sues. He had been ac~ 
customed to jumping over cars in 
this manner and it was the first 
time he had been unsuccessful.” The 
court denied compensation saying 
that the jump could in no way be 
connected with the employment.

TEXAS... 


. covers all employments except 
those having less than three work- 
ers, farm and ranch labor, domestic 
service, masters and seamen on ves- 
sels in inter-state or foreign com- 
merce, railways used as common 
carriers, officers and directors of 
corporations, employees not in the 
usual course of the employer’s busi- 
ness unless temporarily so directed. 
Coverage is compulsory for em- 
ployees of counties, cities, towns and 
villages electing to provide cover- 
age and for employees of the State 
Highway Department. The law has 
special provisions covering employ- 
ees of institutions and agencies con- 
trolled by the University of Texas 
and Texas A & M College. 

Unlike the basic law, the Texas 
statutes say nothing about injury 
arising out of the employment; it 
need only be sustained in the course 
of the employment. 

e Defenses to actions for compen- 
sation in Texas include the wilful 


intent to injure self or another, acts 
of God, intoxication, or injury 
caused by a third party for personal 
reasons, 

e A Texas case points out an as- 
sault situation which was made 
compensable because “friction and 
strain” brought it about. In Texas 
Employers Insurance Association v. 
Sparrow (109 S.W.2d 1137), during 
a stevedore’s strike in Beaumont, 
Texas, some stevedores remained on 
the job, but could not leave their 
wharf because of pickets. As a re- 
sult, they were forced to live to- 
gether at close quarters cut off from 
their families and friends except 
through the use of one telephone. 
The deceased had interrupted a man 
named Washington Jackson, known 
to be a quarrelsome and tough char- 
acter who always carried a big knife, 
while Jackson was talking to his girl 
friend on the phone. Jackson hung 
up the receiver, and stabbed the ob- 
jector dead. The court said, “It is 
but common knowledge that, where 
a number of persons are separated 
from the general public and are 
constantly confined to limited quar- 
ters with no relaxatidn other than 
their individual contacts with each 
other, because of their differing 
sentiments, ideas of comport, vary-

ing dispositions, self respect, and re- 
spect for the feelings and rights of 
others, it is to be expected that fric- 
tion, quarrels, insults, encounters, 
and even fatal injuries likely will 
occur.” 

Attorney’s fees in Texas are lim- 
ited in compensation matters to 15% 
of the first $1000 recovered and 10% 
of any excess over $1000. 

e Texas occupational disease law 
covers 45 scheduled diseases. 

e While an action for compensa- 


tion is the sole recourse for the em- 
ployee in most situations, he may 
resort to common law and seek 
damages for his injuries when the 
employer intentionally causes the 
injury. The widow or dependent of 
the employee may also resort to 
common law when the. employee’s 
death is caused by the “gross negli- 
gence” of the employer even though 
intent to injure or kill the employee 
was not present.

. . coverage is compulsory for em- 
ployments except farm labor, do- 
mestic service, casual employees not 
in the usual course of the employer’s 
business. No minimum number of 
vorkers is necessary before a par- 
ticular job is covered. The act is not 
applicable to employees injured 
while temporarily within Utah if 
hired outside the state and covered 
by the workman’s compensation act 
of the other state. Coverage is com- 
pulsory for all public employees of 
the state. 


e In Utah the injuries, to be com- 
pensable, must be accidental and 
arise out of or in the course of the 
employment. In most jurisdictions, 
an injury must arise out of and in 
the course of the employment. In 
Utah, only one or the other is nec- 
essary. 

e Purposely self-inflicted injury 
is the only defense available to the 
employer in a compensation action. 
However, the statutes provide cer- 
tain penalties for actions which are 
defenses in other states. If the acci- 
dent is caused by the employee’s in- 
toxication or wilful failure to use a 
safety device or to obey a reasonable

HE WAS OPERATING his crane to move 
bundles of scrap metal in a yard. A 
swinging load flipped the crane, 
toppled it over. He was trapped un- 
der it. A piece of sharp metal prac- 
tically scalped him. The weight of 
the crane broke his pelvis. He lay 
pain-wracked for almost an hour 
until a larger crane arrived at the 
yard under police escort to lift the 
crane from his body. 

e 1. Equipment such as cranes 
and shovels should be operated from 
level ground. Gravity keeps them 
upright on flat terrain. When oper- 
ated on sloped ground they may 
become unbalanced by a load, upset. 

e 2. They should be rotated slow- 
ly so the load doesn’t get too much 
swinging momentum. 

e 3. Any crane or shovel can lift 
only a fixed load. Each operator 
should know the maximum load his 
equipment can safely lift. If the 
equipment must be operated on an 
incline the load should be altered to 
compensate for the changed center 
of gravity. 

e 4. Just as on most jobs, the 
human element is the big factor in 
heavy equipment operation. Men 
should be carefully screened for 
temperament before being selected 
for crane operation. The cab of 
heavy equipment is no place for 
men with the cowboy attitude. e e

safety rule or order, his compensa- 
tion is reduced by 15%. The work- 
er’s award is increased 15% if his 
injury is caused by his employer’s 
wilful failure to comply with a state 
statute or order of the industrial 
commission. The worker is also pen- 
alized 15% if he fails to report for a 
medical examination or treatment 
within 48 hours after the injury. 

e Minors illegally employed re- 
ceive double compensation for in- 
juries. 

e A Utah case recently pointed 
out what is meant by farm labor 
being excepted from _ coverage. 


Where farm labor is exempt, it is 
exempt even though the employer 
was not in the business of farming. 
In Ocean Accident and Guarantee Co. 
v. Industrial Commission (69 Utah 
473), a worker was employed by a 
sand and gravel company. His job 
was to cut alfalfa to feed horses used 
in the gravel business. He was in- 
jured, sought compensation. The 
court said he was not covered since 
the Utah statutes exempted farm 
labor. The decisive question, said 
the court, was the nature, not of the 
employer’s business, but of the em- 
ployee’s employment. 

e Utah has an occupational di- 
sease law covering 28 scheduled 
diseases.

ness trip is generally compensable 
even though the trip is not made 
entirely for the purpose of the em- 
ployer. An example of this is found 
in a Utah case, Ford Motor Company 
v. Industrial Commission (64 Utah 
425). In that case an automobile 
salesman was injured while demon- 
strating a car to a prospective buyer. 
Also along for the ride were eight 
friends of the salesman, two couples 
in the front and two in the back. 
They headed for a dance hall. The 
court held whatever hilarity may 
have surrounded him, the sales- 
man’s objective remained that of 
selling the car. Compensation was 
awarded.

VERMONT... 


. covers all private employments 
for gain except thuse having fewer 
than 7 workers and those employees 
not in the usual course of the em- 
ployer’s business. The act also in- 
cludes injuries received outside of 
the state. Out-of-state employees 
are subject to the compensation law 
while temporarily in Vermont. Ex- 
cluded from any coverage, however, 
are all employees earning more than 
$2000 per year, unless the employer 
and worker have otherwise agreed 
to coverage. Domestic help and 
farm labor are not excepted from 
coverage. Vermont is one of two 
states providing coverage for this 
type of work. However, since the 
employer must have 7 or more 
workers before coverage extends, 
there are few domestic servants or 
farmers who are covered.

or another, intoxication, or failure 
to use safety devices are all defenses 
to compensation actions. 

Compensation to policemen or 
firemen is reduced by the amount 
of pension, if any, to which they are 
entitled from municipal funds.
